.Voe Wright, Toronto, Wins Diamond 
Sculls At Henley 

For the second time in history the 
Diamond Sculls, premier event for 
the supremacy of amateur scullers 
in the world, was won by a Cana- 
d|m. when Joe Wright, of the Argo- 
i naut Rowing Club, Toronto, defeated 
R. Y. Lee, of Worcester College, Ox¬ 
ford, in the final heat by a full length. 

In avenging his unlucky defeat of 
1927, the 21-year-old Argonaut scul¬ 
ler will take the premier amateur 
singles dindem to Canada- for the 
first time since 1904 when Lou 
Scholes, of Toronto, won the honor. 

The Torontonian from whom vic¬ 
tory was snatched by a misfortune 
in last year’s final against Lee, ac¬ 
complished his revenge 42 seconds 
faster than Lee’s time last year, 
when the Canadian craft met disas¬ 
ter 10 feet from the finishing point.

emmont terminal elcvato-M. 

It is to be specially car-ninrked 
for plant pathology, grain diseases, 
and the like. Surpluses nccruing 
from the elevator trade will thus go 
Indirectly to nssist the problems of 
^rain growing. 

The research council and the de¬ 
partment of agriculture, in co-opcr- 
tion with the universities, have been i 
engaged in combating mainly grain 
rust and root rot’s. Recently an as¬ 
sociated committee on field rrop dis¬ 
eases has been appointed by the coun¬ 
cil Jointly with the Federal depart¬ 
ment of agriculture for the purpose 
of undertaking research work into 
field crops diseases. 

The importance of such a research 
will be appreciated when it is stated 
that the estimated cost annually to 
the North American continent 
through such diseases ranks from 15 
per cent, to 20 per eent. of the total 
crop values. 

At the present tim". agricultural 
research work is going on in the 
University of Alberta summer build¬ 
ing laboratory where representatives 
of the Research Council, the Federal I 
Department of Agriculture and the 1 
University are working together. 
The same arrangement is in effect in 
the University of Saskatchewan. In 
the University of Manitoba Ihe lab¬ 
oratories were provided by the Fed¬ 
eral Department of Agriculture, and 
arc being run in co-operation with 
the University of Manitoba. 

At the present time Professor 
Robert Newton is undertaking an 
investigation of the factors govern¬ 
ing the milling and baking quality 
of wheat with tSie purpose of ascer¬ 
taining why the quality of wheat 
varies so widely from place to place, 
and the possibilities for improvement 
by the use of better adapted varie¬ 
ties and better cultural practices. 
Professor Newton is also endeavor¬ 
ing to obtain a better knowledge of 
the possibilities and limitations of 

mothodn for groding- whoat om m 

quality basis. 

A further investigation has been 
conducted by Professor E. H. Strick¬ 
land into the life story and control 
of prairie inhabiting wire-worms and 
false wire-worms with the purpose 
of reducing the present annual losses 
to farmers which now amounts to 
many thousands of dollars annually. 
Professor F. H. Roberts is con-

Renewal Of Alberta Prairie Gras* 
Crops Object Of Experiment 
To save three million acres of 
Alberta land for ranchers who find 
their cattle dwindling unfed on the 
sparse prairie grass, the doipinion 
field husbandman. E. S. Hopkins, has 
instituted important experimental 
work at Manyberries, in the heart 
of the affected district. Not hope¬ 
ful of making two blades of grass 
grew where one grew before, the 
agricultural experts of the dominion 
will be satisfied if they cun bring 
back the one that has gone. In the 
pussing years the grass gradually 
has been disappearing from the plains 
at the foothills of the Rockies. 

Land that formerly would support 
great droves of cattle now barely 
sustains a few, and tho ranchers 
have had to give up in some cases, or 
curtail their operations in others. 

The first problem will be to make 
the native grass grow again, and 
secondly, to find such grasses as will 
grow when seeded. 

A deferred and rotated system of 
grazing will be started.

Commander Nobile, 

Of The Ill-Fated Italia, 
Is Severely Criticized 


Lodon. The wreck of the dirlgble 
Italia on May 2ft, on Its return from 
a cruise of exploration over the North 
Pole has borne bitter fruit in the 
norihland, has cost the lives of a 
number of gallant men, and has now 
begun to breed recriminations and 
criticisms which seriously reflect on 
General Umberto Nobile, commander 
of the airship, and some members of 
his crew. 

Nobile, with his terrier Titana, was 
rescued many days before any of his 
men were brought out of their Arc¬ 
tic prison. The fact that the com¬ 
mander came out ahead of his men 
has met with sharp criticism, espe¬ 
cially among the hardy men of the 
sea who believed in the old law that 
the commander should go down with 
his shtt> for the best of reasons. 

The tragedies which followed the 
wreck of the Italia the loss of Raold 
Amundsen and five companions and 
the six men blown’aw ay aboard the 
bulk of the dirigible and the death 
of at least one member of the Italia's 
crew, have stirred profound ciiticism 
in many countries, beginning with 
Russia, which had been foremost In 
the work of rescue.

Summer Care of the Chickens 


Better Equipped

Valuable Advice Is (liven In Proper 
Care :iud Feeding 

Crooked breast bones In chickens 
is believed to be due more # to im¬ 
proper nutrition than to early roost¬ 
ing. This view is expressed in a 
bulletin written by O. K. Wilson, the 
Dominion District Poultry Promoter 
in New Brunswick, ami by F. Leslie 
Wood, the Poultry Superintendent 
for the province, and issued by the 
Dominion Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. These authorities recommend 
the providing of low broad roosts for 
the chickens when they are trans¬ 
ferred from the brooder house to th*' 
colony house. This, they claim, 
will encourage early roosting ami in 
this way offset a tendency for the 
birds to crowd together during the 
night. It Is well also at this sea¬ 
son to separate the sexes when the 
chicks reach broiler age. The pul¬ 
lets need carful watching and may 
be given both grain and mash hop¬ 
per fet'd with cracked coin of large! 
size as they grow older. Twelve 
weeks’ old pullets, the authors claim, 
should not be expected to eat baby 
chick size feed. The small feed is 
more expensive and the chick at that 
age will relish the hen size scratch 
feed better. The careful attendant 
will see to it that both the hoppers 
anti drinking vessels are kept clean 
and well filled. If the ground be¬ 
comes bare for any considerable dis¬ 
tance around the colony house, it Is 
well to remove it to green sod which 
is regarded as a preventive of the 
spread of intestinal worms. 

While it is important to keep tho 
pullets growing steadily it is not 
well to force growth too rapidly by 
using a high percentage of animal 
feeds, as this has a tendency to 
start them into laying so young as 
to stunt their growth, preventing 
them from ever reaching the stand¬ 
ard weight for the breed, and more 
than this the eggs are liable to be 
below standard weight. Another 
danger of over-stimulation pointed 
out in the pamphlets is to encourage 
the laying of a few eggs and then 
moult which will stop production un¬ 
til well along in the winter. 


Banner Oats Reported As (thing 
Best Kes’iitts 

The crops to grow' in the prairie 
provinces for forage is yet fin un¬ 
settled question. At the Indian 
Head Kxperimental Farm grain 
crops both singly and in combina¬ 
tion dlil not appear to Increase itio 
yield or quality of the hay crop in 
comparison with others. Barley, 
sowing the hooded leaf variety, oc¬ 
cupied an intermediate position when 
sown alone or in combination with 
oats. The addition of peas aided in 
field appearance and accordingly 
produced high green weights, but 
the position of such mixtures was 
low when compared on a basis of 
cured hay. The possibilities of 
Marquis wheat for this purpose were 
tried, but its use is not recommend¬ 
ed. Among the grain varieties Dan¬ 
ner oats is reported by the superin¬ 
tendent of the station as having giv¬ 
en the best results as an annual bay. 


Asbestos Is Heavy as Uncle Until 
Mechanically Treated 

Asbestos is the only mineral that 
ran be woven into fireproof garments 
anti moulded into instruments imper¬ 
vious to flame. 

With asbestos armor and tools 
men can fight even a flaming oil 
well. The messenger dogs of forest 
rangers in California are clod in as¬ 
bestos coats to defy timber fires. 
The material, fibrous and crystalline, 
elastic and brittle, heavy is rock In 
Its crude state, yet as light as thistle¬ 
down when treated mechanically, has 
withstood the heat and enormous 
pressure of volcanic fires and earth 
adjustment, apparently without al¬ 
teration. 

Changes in temperature cannot 
make it expand or contract. Since 
the earth was in its infancy these 
veins of silky fibres have survived 
when the hardest rock has worn or 
melted away. 

Some believe that those who sur¬ 
vived Nebuchadnezzar’s fiery furn¬ 
ace were clad in asbestos, while an¬ 
cient writers tell of a “stone carded 
and woven to form handkerchiefs," 
the fabrics “cleansed by casting 
them into fire.’ 

Gas burners, iron holders, mats 
and stands, and asbestos composi¬ 
tion floors are but a few of the mod¬ 
ern conveniences made from this 
mineral curiosity.

Latest Disaster In Arctic Proves 
Dirigible Airship Is 
Impracticable 

It is no reflection upon the Italian 
General Nobile’s courage or intelli¬ 
gence to isk what was hoped to be 
gained by his flight to the North 
Dole. Nations have been put to anx¬ 
iety and infinite trouble, sullen Arc¬ 
tic solitudes have swallowed several 
valuable lives, men have suffered in¬ 
credible hardships, and Amundsen is 
lost and may be dead. To what end? 
IT the Italia had reached and return¬ 
ed from Its goal, who or what would 
have been the gainer? What, really, 
wouhl have been the contribution to 
science? How would the world have 
been helped? 

It was reasonable. Tn paat days, 
that man should have wanted to 
reach the Dole. There were many 
questions to be answered. Hut since 
men have been there, and settled the 
old controvrsy about land or water 
nt the earth’s top, what is justifica¬ 
tion for further risk of lives and ter¬ 
rible suffering merely to go back 
there? 

One tiling alone Nobile seems to 
have settled. It is tho impractica¬ 
bility « f the dirigible airship. Nobile, 
according to the journalists who ac¬ 
companied him. took every precau¬ 
tion against just such a dtsnster as 
overtook the Italia. On the flight of 
the No? go. Nobile had seen n dou¬ 
ble peril in ice. It might form in 
icicles on the side of the bag. break 
oh' and be thrown against the fabric 
of the bag or on the propeller. Or it 
night form on the dirigible’s back in 
such weight as to force the airship 
down. But. regardless of all the pre¬ 
cautions that Nobile took, students 
of flying see in the disaster to the 
Italia the working out of the law of 
impracticability of the dirigible air¬ 
ship. Where is the Italia now’? It 
is in company of all the great diri¬ 
gibles lhat have been tried out both 
in Germany and the United States. 
Out of eighty-five giant ships of this 
type built and tried by Germany, not 
more than ten remain. 

The chances of a good monoplane, 
favored by good weather, and skil¬ 
fully piloted, flying the Atlantic east¬ 
ward. have been shown to be fair. 
Not one has yet successfully crossed 
the Atlantic westward the Bremen 
notwithstanding. The moral seems 
rlenr. It it* that long strides have yet 
to be taken before safe passage over 
the oceans can be made by any light¬ 
er than air ship; but that tlie chances 
of advance by the ’plane are infinitely 
greater than by the once much- 
vaunted dirigible From the Ottawa 
Journal. 


New Devices Have Made Flying 

Safer 

WIUi the march of science, new 
magazines are bound to make tlielr 
nppearnnee, and it Is significant that 
a new publication, “Canadian Avia¬ 
tion.” Is now issued monthly in Can¬ 
ada. As It Is sponsored by the Avia¬ 
tion League of Canhda, which is do¬ 
ing much to establish flying clubs 
throughout the Dominion, It can be 
regarded as an authentic source of 
new’s which will be eagerly lead by a 
large proportion of young Canada, 
and as an agency in the development 
of flying in this country it Is wel¬ 
come. 

Aviation is still a young science, 
and most people remember the first 
time they saw’ an airplane in flight. 
Hie path to progress has been strewn 
with nccldents which have taken toll 
of many brave lives, and it Is hard 
for those who remember all these 
pioneering fatalities to get rid of the 
Idea that flying is a dangerous occu¬ 
pation. * 

But as the June issue of "Cana¬ 
dian Aviation" says: 

“During 1927. British air transport 
lines’ machines * travelled 873,000 
miles, and carried a total of 20.3H 
passengers, and for the third succes¬ 
sive year had no accidents involving 
death or injury to any passenger. 
During 1926 Deutsch Lufthansa Com¬ 
pany machines flew 3,816,130 miles 
and transported 56,268 passengers 
without a single fatality. 

These facts speak for themselves. 
Parents need not be so backward 
about letting Their boys take up 
aviation as a profession. There are 
fiew’ safety devices which, Sir Alan 
Oobbam says, have made flying safer 
than motoring, and truly a perusal 
of the newspapers every w’eek bears 
out that claim.

Give the average large farmer a 
selection of milking machines, trac¬ 
tors, cultivators, gasoline engines and 
other agricultural automatons and 
he can cultivate a much larger area 
with fewer hired hands. He requires 
merely a higher type or employee; 
a man who is as much a mechanic 
as a tiller of the soil. If his farm 
unit Is large enough he becomes as 
much an industrial executive and 
scientific manager as the farmer. 

The nearer farm life gets to me¬ 
chanical perfection the further It gets 
away from its original peasantry. 

The consolidation movement in in¬ 
dustry is likely to be followed by the 
consolidation movement in agricul¬ 
ture. Larger farms, better equipped 
farms, managed by better trained 
men, is the assurance of the future. 

The farmer has always been a 
capitalist by nature. He will be more 
and more of a capitalist as time 
goes on. This will bring him gradu¬ 
ally into the realm of higher finance. 
It is no idle speculation that farming 
will eventually interest the invest¬ 
ment hanker and investor to a de¬ 
gree that it cannot now interest these 
elements in finance. We may even 
see farm stocks listed on the boards 
of the larger stock exchanges. 

The interest of business and fin¬ 
ance in farming in the past has been 
chiefly an interest based upon pro¬ 
duction the total purchasing power 
of the farm population, whic«h is to 
such a degree a factor in the total 
prosperity of the country*. The inter¬ 
est of business and finance in farm¬ 
ing will acquire another interest; 
that of profit, observing the balance 
sheets of farms and farmers. 

The drift of men and women from 
the farm may be viewed with equan¬ 
imity so long as it is accompanied by 
a drift of capital and machinery to 
the farms From the Financial Dost.

Australia and South 
Africa and India no doubt have 
something to teach Canadian agricul¬ 
turists, Just as Canadian agricultur¬ 
ists have something they can profit¬ 
ably study, in connection with the 
cultivation of the land. A system 
of mutual exchange of data, statis¬ 
tics and the results of experiments 
and research work cannot but lend 
to intensify the value of such work 
by muking its results available to 
all concerned.

Cherries In Manitoba 


Wr> Encouraging Rr*tilt* Have 
Been Obtained at Morden 

Cherries are being produced in the 
province of Manitoba. At the Mor- 
den Experimental Station cherries 
from seedlings more than three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter were 
borne in 1926. Last year the fruit 
eras smaller, but on many of the 
seedling trees more plentiful. The 
superintendent of the station, in his 
report for 1927, published by the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture at Ottawa, 
says that some of the seedlings bear 
very sour fruit while the fruit of 
others serve very well for canning 
and making pies. Cherry trees are 
being used at the station as fillers 
between the standard apple trees. 
Early Richmond, Dychouse, Mont¬ 
morency and some other varieties 
are being used in this work. Trees 
of these varieties come through the 
winter without injury, but only small 
crops have yet been produced on 
these young trees.

New Device For Camera 


Pictures Of Flower's Growth Taken 
’liirongli a Microscope 

A device for automatically filming 
the growth of various organisms has 
been perfected by Carl D. Clarke, 
medical illustrator of the Johns Hop¬ 
kins Hospital, Baltimore. 

Mr. Clarke has taken pictures 
through a microscope of a flower’s 
growth, the beating of a turtle’s 
heart and the movement of organ¬ 
isms in Rocquefort cheese and in 
vinegar, without continuous running 
of the camera and consequent waste 
of film and power. 

If the development of a rose is 
photographed or a fly shown emerg¬ 
ing from its egg into active life, the 
shutter of the camera must be con¬ 
trolled to avoid returning the same 
picture. 

Mr. Clarke has devised an eight- 
day electric clock which can be set 
at any desired interval from seconds 
to half hours.

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Made to Add Beauty 
Western Homes 

The perennial flower border can be 
made to add charm to the homes in 
the west. The season of 1927 is 
reported by the superintendent of the 
Morden Experimental Station to 
have been almost an ideal season 
for herbaceous plants. A bountiful 
covering of snow over a straw mulch 
proved an effective protection and 
the plants came through the winter 
in good condition, practically no 
losses being sustained. In seasons 
of good rainfall such perennials as 
the Splraes, Astilhes, Phlox and 
Trollius, do particularly well. Del¬ 
phinium and Paeonies thrived abund¬ 
antly and bloomed profusely. The 
conspicuous June-flowering Etemui- 
us Robust us produced blooms eight 
feet high. The Shasta Daisy, a new 
introduction, did splendidly. It pro¬ 
duces large flowers continuing to 
bloom over a long period. A par¬ 
ticularly tine effect was produced in 
the border by a combination of Del¬ 
phinium and the old Yellow Mullein. 
Some effective lilies such as Will- 
mottiae, Henryi, Batemanniae and 
Saponaria, produced very lovely re¬ 
sults.

Municipalities Must Consider Size 

Machine To Be Accommodated 

Every municipality from coast 
coast lias the matter of building 
airport under consideration or has 
completed arrangements for an air¬ 
port. Letters reaching Canadian 
Aviation indicate that adequate pro-; 
visions for the expansion which will 
be necessary within a very short 
time have in many cases been neg- • 
looted. 

Municipal officials should be ad¬ 
vised that a landing held suitable 
for instruction planes and even for 
small transport machines will be to¬ 
tally inadequate for the accommoda¬ 
tion of the large type of machines 
which will constitute the standard 
equipment of the large air trans¬ 
portation companies. 

A city with landing facilities un¬ 
suitable for this type of machine 
cannot be included in the plans now 
under consideration by the transport 
companies. Inadequate landing fa- 
cilities will just as surely prevent a 
municipality from being included as 
a port-of-call by large transport ma¬ 
chines as would a harbor 20 feet 
deep exclude ships with a 30-foot ; 
draft. 

Municipal officials should co-oper¬ 
ate with the department at Ottawa 
and furthermore secure the services 
of a competent airport engineer so 
that they will not only get on tiie 
air map but will find themselves in a 
position to stay there.

Canada's external trade has grown in 
such proportions as probably few Canadians 
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Hon. Jamts Malcolm 

realise. For instance, in the Inst fiscal year, 
ended March 31st, the Dominion's total 
exjH>rts were valued at more than a billion 
and a quarter dollars, or to bo exact 
$1,250,456,297. This represents an export 
trade of more than $130 for every man, 
woman and child in Canada. At tin* 
beginning of the; present century Canada's 
export trade pmounted to loss than 200 
million dollars. 

Another method of gauging ( unudu » 
export trade is found in the fact that Inst 
year the country's exports of munuf «< tor d 
products alone amounted to abotit the -me 
oa her total production of manufactured 
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products in 1900. In other words, Canada 
is exporting as much in manufactured 
articles to-day as the total output of every 
factory in the Dominion twenty-eight, 
years ago. These few figures may give 
readers some comprehension of the im- 
menM increase in export business. 

Most public men and business men, no 
matter what their polities may be, agree 
that export trade is possibly tho most 
valuable asset tho Dominion enn have. 
Canada's natural resources aro so varied 
and so rich that, it would be impossible for 
Canadians to eonstimo them. Take wheat 
for example; it is manifestly impossible for 
9,000,000 people to consume 400,000,000 
bushels of wheat annually. Canada’s 
future prosperity therefore is bound up in 
seeking markets abroad for lmr surplus 
production. 

When Canadian business men seek to 
well their products in other lands, they enn- 
not hope to control prices. They have to 
meet competition from tKou^inds of other 
business men and producers living in other 
countries. They a rtf faced with fierce 
world competition in maintaining their 
hold on export business. To maintain -this 
trade of a billion and a quarter dollars a 
year and to inerca o it. Canadians must 
become acquainted with every legitimate 
method known to business. They must 
learn how to puck their goods in the 
manner desired by tho foreign buyer, they 
must lonrn how to keep contract dntes, 
how to ship these goods by tho most, 
economical and direct routes. And per¬ 
haps most important of all Canadian goods 
must always bo kept up to the standard of 
the sample submitted. 

The Department of Trade and Com¬ 
merce, at Ottawa, is doing everything in 
its power to further this export trade. 
Years ago a Commercial Intelligence Ser¬ 
vice was estuhlislH'd, and trained trade 
commissioners sept to the world's trade 
centres. In fact, Canada had the first 
trade commissioners abroad, thus inaugn. 
ating a system which has been widely 
copied. To-day this country has 24 
trained trade commissioners in strategic 
business centres. More men are now in 
training to go to other places. The govern¬ 
ment has by subsidy, and other means, 
obtained first-class shipping facilities to 
these business fentres. Tho trado com¬ 
missioners are constantly on tho alert, 
seeking out opportunities for the selling of 
Canadian products. Whenever they learn 
that there is a chance of a Canadian order 
Ix-ing placed, they immediately communi¬ 
cate with tho Commercial Intelligence 
Service at Ottawu, giving all information 
they possibly can. This information in the 
(jossessioa of the service at Ottawa is at the 
disixisal of any Cunudian producer or 
manufacturer. This system, tho result of 
nome years’ experience, is thoroughly 
orgamted and working smoothly. To-day 
tho Canudiun manufacturer or producer 
can find out with little trouble, and no 
expense, if his products can he profitably 
marketed in utmost any part of tho world. 

So encouraging have results been from 
the export system adopted by Cuuada. 
and so well have Canadian goods been 
received abroad, that it is fairly prophesied 
that within a decade Canada's exports will 
mount to double the present figure. Hon.
